Drew's Views ‘Dangerous Delusion’ 


The sudden flare-up of ancient 
fears that Canada may become the 
50th state of the union may have 
been encouraged by easing of in- 
ternational tensions, but the feel 
ing that it now is safe to relax 
is a “dangerous delusion,” Mr 
Pearson said in a 4,000 - word 
speech to Montreal's Canadian 
Club 

(Mr. Pearson apparently was re- 
peating the “50th state of the un- 
ion” phrase used by Hon. George 
Drew, Progressive Conservative 
leader, when expressing concern 
over American investment during 
a Hamilton, Ont., speech last 
month. There are only 48 states in 
the union.) 

This feeling, if persisted in,

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When Beer Explodes 


RECENT “SFUDIES CON- 
ducted by the Manitoba Legis- 
lature provide a classic definition of 
how a government liquor business 
should not be managed. They also 
Suggest, in some important respects, 
how such a business should be man- 
aged. It is to be hoped (though the 
hope is slim) that the Government 
of British Columbia has observed the 
sorry lessons learned in Manitoba 
and will apply them here. 

After weeks of investigation the 
Manitoba legislators have discovered 
a series of extraordinary facts which 
may or may not exist in other prov- 
inces. 

The Manitoba Government 
granted large increases in the price 
paid to the brewers for beer without 
considering the brewers’ existing 
profits. 

- Between 1949 and 1954 the cost 
of producing beer in Manitoba rose 
from $1.11 per gallon to $1.27, an in- 
crease of 16 cents. 

The Government increased its 
payments to the brewers by 26 cents 
in the case of draught beer and 30 
cents in the case of bottled beer. 


Some of this increase went to the 
Federal Government in sales taxes, 
leaving the brewers with increased 
revenues of 23 cents a gallon 

As. The Winnipeg Free Press 
calculates these figures, the brewers’ 
profit in 1954 was 7 cents a gallon 
greater than in 1949. This was an 
increase of 23 per cent. At the same 
time the output of the breweries in- 
creased by 11 per cent. The brewers’ 
profits therefore rose in total by 36 
per cent, from $2,826,677 to $3,852,- 
607. 

The .evident public anger against 
the Manitoba Government, after 
these revelations, is a matter entirely 
for the people of Manitoba. But what 
prices are the Governments of Brit- 
ish Columbia and other provinces 
paying for beer today? Are these 
prices related to the brewers’ current 
profits? Are they reasonable prices? 
And how are they fixed? These ques- 
tions are the business of the other 
provinces. 

In British Columbia the Govern- 
ment refuses to say what it pays 
the brewers. The public must buy 
beer at the secret prices paid by the 
government plus the profit the Gov- 
ernment itself collects when beer is 
retailed in its. stores or in licensed 
premises, without asking any ques- 
tions. “All other aspects of the Gov- 
ernment’s business are public. All 
its expenditures are listed in the 
public accounts. But the price of 


beer is a secret between the Govern- 
ment and the brewers. 

Prices for other kinds of mer- 
chandise are fixed by competition. 
If, for example, a contractor wishes | 
to build a road he must tender on the 
contract. If he wishes to sell his 
product to the Government he must 
submit prices in competition with 
other business men. 

Beer prices are not set by this 
kind of competition, however, since | 
brewing is a monopoly carefully 
maintained as such by the state, | 
which permits no new breweries to 
enter the business. 

The Government itself fixes | 
beer prices as it pleases. They may 
be too high, or too low or exactly 
right, but the public has no way of 
learning what they are or how they 
are fixed. And when such facts are 
divulged in Manitoba a_ political 
explosion follows. 

The British Columbia Govern- 
ment may well feel that the cam- 
paign func contributions- of the 
brewers to political parties are not 
public business, though they were 
fully revealed in Manitoba and, 
turned out to be small.. The Govern- | 
ment surely cannot argue that the 
taxpayers’ money paid to the brew- 
ers for beer or the brewers’ profits 
are not the public’s business 

As the Free Press says, the 
brewers of Manitoba made a bargain 
with the Government in 1950 which 
was just too good for their long-term 
interests, too good to stick. When 
Mr. John Bracken’'s royal commis- 
sion on liquor looked into these ar- 
rangements and was amazed by 
them, they had to be altered, down- 
ward. Now that the Legislature 
has looked further into them they 
will have to be altered again 

Already the-two largest Manitoba 
breweries have announced that they 
are ending the marketing agreement 
between them. The public of British 
Columbia does not know what kind 
of marketing agreement, if any, 
exists afhong the brewers here. It 
knows nothing, in fact, about a busi- 
ness supported entirely by its own 
money, paid through the govern- 
ment 

The Government surely must 
realize by now, after Manitoba's un- 
happy experience, that the existing | 
secrecy not only involves the public's 
money but can involve any govern- 
ment in very serious political .conse- 
quences. 

The Bennett Government is not 
responsible for the present system 
It may not have altered 
prices paid by its predecessors. But 
it has no right to hide the facts 


‘Went to School with Him’ 


IRTUALLY EVERYONE WHO 

has studied the problem of inte- 
grating the Indian into full Canadian 
citizenship comes up with the view 
that patience and education will ac- 
complish that objective. 

The education cited is not limited 
only to classroom instruction. But as 
Indian children share school teaching 
and accommodation with whites, the 
chances of young natives moving 
1.ore naturally into the broader na- 
tional environment is increased 

For this reason statistics set out 
in the annual report of the provincial 
advisory committee on Indian affairs 
in B.C. are particularly interesting. 

“Since the ‘Public Schools Act’ 
was amended in 1949 to make Pro- 
vincial school education available to 
Indian children, by agreement with 
local school boards, a growing num- 
ber is attending regular public 
schools,”’ says the report. “This is es- 
pe¢ially true at the secondary school 
level, where Indian children are tak- 
ing advantage of facilities provided.

WO FACTORS HAVE CREAT-

At 
the same time it need not happen 
and the joint experiences of school 
can be a major influence in prevent- 
ing a form of tacit segregation.

Although he is immeasurably stronger 
now than he was six months ago, he is 
still alarmed by the thought of the reso-

Hence coming to terms with Nasser, 
which would have been easy until re- 
cently, may still be possible though dif- 
ficult even today. If it can be done it is 
the safest way out of the ugly situation 
into which we have so complacently 
drifted

' Co-Existence With a Robin 


WE haven't signed a contract to: formalize 
the deal, but I believe I've come to 
terms with the tough robin who has pre- 
empted our vegetable plot. 
If I keep the ground dug and soft enough 
with frequent watering so he can pull out 
worms without trouble, he 
seems ready to leave my 
green peas alone. 

I've talked the thing 
over with him, and though 
it's a pretty one-sided dis- 
cussion, he indicates, by his 
various silences, that maybe 
we can co-exist. 

My argument goes some- 
thing like this 

Stote “Look, old boy, I'm a 
bird-lover, see? I don’t want 
to hurt you in any way and I recognize your 
right to an honest living. Beyond that, I'll 
make it a little easier for you by keeping 
the earth damp and reasonably loose. But 
we ought to understand a few basic facts right 
from the start. I pay taxes on this lot. I 
paid for the seed that's planted in it. My 
labor went into the project, It's reasonable, 
I think, for me to expect some return, 


“As I say, I'm fond of birds. But if you 
start rooting up those peas, or snipping off 
the green shoots sprouting from them, look 
out, You see that pile of stones? They're 
what I picked out while I was digging and 
weeding. They're fairly useless to me. But 
if you start nibbling away, they'll be coming 
at you so fast you'll think their king-size 
buckshot.” 


HE'S NOT FRIGHTENED 

The robin doesn't scare worth a hoot. He 
looks at me cynically. If he could sneer, he 
would. And I can see what's passing through 
that bird-brain of his. If he could talk, he'd 
answer this way: 


“Okay, so you like birds. Why shouldn't 
you? Within limits I like humans--so long 
as they keep the garden dug and encourage 
worms to come to the top. I'm a meat-eater. 
Given a choice, I wouldn't spit on your peas 
But if it comes to a point where I have to 
go vegetarian, I'll take the best that T can get 
And those peas look succulent, if a bird can't 
get his meat

pay taxes. You don't, You're only a trustee 
enjoying temporary use. Birds were picking 
worms out of this dirt long before you started 
shoveling it around, and birds ‘will be picking 
worms out of this dirt long after you're gone, 

“So you paid for the seed. We birds weren't 
kicking about the growth that was here be- 
fore. There used to be a right smart thicket 
of wild roses and snowberries here before you 
rooted them out. If you want to replace them 
with green peas, that’s your business. They'll 
do as a substitute if we need them. 

“Don't be so all-fired possessive. In the 
great infinite, nobody owns anything. Humans 
only think they do. And did it ever strike 
you that we birds pay for our keep? Only 
two weeks ago I ate an earwig. You'll have 
to make your own arrangements about the 
slugs. 

AIMLESS 

“As far as firing a pile of rocks at me— 
that’s just for laughs. When it comes to 
pitching, you couldn't be a spare in the Little 
Leagiie. Try heaving them at me sometime 
If I don’t die giggling, I'll watch what the 
cruelty to animals people do to you, You'll 
have lumps on the head, not me.” 

“Also, did you ever think of this: If I 
picked out your seed peas and that’s no ad- 
mission of intent—I'd be doing you a kind- 
ness. You wouldn't have to stake them. You 
wouldn't have to weed them. You wouldn't 
have to pick them and you wouldn't have to 
water them 

“You'd be money in pocket buying them 
in cans. What are you trying to do, anyhow? 
Put the grocer out of business? But don't 
worry. Even if these poor anemic sprouts 
actually live to yield pods, there won't be a 
big enough harvest to justify the purchase 
of a ham bone for soup.” 

It’s a bit nettling, to imagine a robin 
laughing at your garden efforts It's enough 
to make you tell him a horticulturist assured 
you that clay was good for peas and that 
you have pretty fair expectations of a decent 
crop.

You go 
ahead and weed your plants, and keep ‘em 
watered. That softens the soil for worms.”

The New Wonder Drugs

Most persons are suffering from 
nervousness or nervous tension or symptoms 
of a mild psychosis nowadays get treated with 
one or two or three of the so-called wonder 
drugs. The sale of these has been enormous, 
and recently I saw in Time 
that in Hollywood, where 
many people live the stren 
uous life, one of these new 
drugs is so greatly in de- 
mand that druggists have 
to ration the few thousand 
tablets they can get each 
week 

I have seen a few mira 
cles from using these drugs 
but, usually with the dose 
advised for patients Dr. Alvarez 
being watched in a hospital, the results ob 
tained were not striking. In some cases the 
patient got such an uncomfortable reaction 
after taking a few pills that he wouldn't take 
any more. This is the story of 
most drugs. Some persons get a wonderful 
result; some cannot sure they were 
helped; and a few react badly 

One of the drugs be used with 
some care because an occasional person tak 
ing it soon becomes jaundiced. Fortunately, 
the jaundice seems rarely to be of a bad type 
and so far as I know, it goes away of itself 
without leaving any measurable damage to 
the liver. So far this jaundice has attacked 
only one of my patients Another of these 
much-used drugs sometimes produces symp 
toms of so-called Parkinson's disease, in which 
there is a poker face and marked tremor of 
one or both hands

in most cases, the failure of us 
physicians get results with these new 
drugs is due to the fact that we prescribe 
only the recommended, usually safe dosage. 
Today. in mental hospitals they give enor 
mous doses of these drugs. Apparently 
of the patients tolerate such over-dosage 

When a man in a hospital is vio 
lent, large amounts one of these drugs 
may calm him down the point where he 
no longer is dangerous; he becomes reason 
able so that the attendants and doctors can 
talk to him and influence his behavior, He 
may get so well that he can go home 

The great advantage of these new drugs 
js that they can calm a nervous tension with 
out necessarily making the person sleepy: 
Actually, in many of the cases in which I 
have used the drugs, the person did get more 
sleepy than he cared to be

in the next few years many more of these 
tension-removing drugs will be synthesized 
in chemical laboratories. Already I hear of 
a new one, the action of which is said to be 
almost free from unpleasant side effects 

The thing that everyone should know 
about the new modern synthetic drugs is 
that many of them are potentially dangerous 
because they act by weakening some impor 
tant chemical reaction in the body or they 
combat the actions of certain nerves, When, 
in the cases of highly sensitive persons, the 
drugs overdo this job the person can become 
upset When that happens he (or 
she) must immediately stop the use of the 
drug. Later, he can discuss with his doctor 
the wisdom or unwisdom of trying to take 
ft again What I fear always is that one 
of my patients will go on taking & medicine 
I prescribed—iong after it has begun to make 
him dangerously ill 

I will never forget a man whose life was 
saved only because his doctor, to whom he 
was devoted, died. The doctor had prescribed 
a drug which we now rarely use because it 
occasionally produced jaundice with a fatal 
destruction of the liver. When the patient 
I saw turned yellow he could not consult his 
doctor because the doctor was dying. Because 
the patient did not suspect that his jaundice 
due to the drug he was taking, he 
went on swallowing three or four pills a day 
Only when his doctor died did he come 
me Fortunately, I recognized the queer 
shade of yellow that at that time was com 
monly seen and produced by the drug I 
stopped him from taking it-—-just in time to 
save his life 


MANY MADE ILL 


I tell this stery to frighten you good 
people but to warn you that today the drug 
gists’ shelves are full of drugs, far more 
powerful and hence more dangerous than 
mankind ever saw before Recently, my 
friend Professor David Barr of Cornell pub 
lished a paper in which he said that many 
of the persons ill in his hospital were on 
their back because they had taken too much 
of some powerful drug to which they hap 
pened to be sensitive 

What is the moral? Never go on taking 
a medicine long after it has either done its 
work or else has shown that it is not going 
to produce any effect. Whenever a strange 
iliness comes, stop the taking of all drugs 
and see what happens. I remember a woman 
whose hair started to come out in handfuls. 
On her own hook, she had been taking enor 
mous doses certain vitamin Other 
patients of mine with diarrhoea or abdominal 
cramps were cured overnight when they 
stopped taking an unneeded drug which they 
thought would be a valuable tonic.

Shipment Bans 
To Red Nations 


WASHINGTON (AP) The 
U.S. government Thursday eased 
restrictions on shipments of many 
items—all described as peaceful— 
to Russia and the Soviet satellites 
in Europe 

The list made public by com- 
merce secretary Sinclair Weeks in- 
cludes about 700 non - strategic 
items in 57 commodity groups 

The simplification of export con- 
trols affecting the list means U.S 
exporters can ship these goods 
to the European Soviet nations 
under general licence. It cuts red 
tape for American businessmen by 
eliminating the requirement that 
they obtain. individual licences to 
ship these specific types of goods 

Weeks’ announcement said “‘All 
of the goods included on the new 
roster are of the type that would 
be approved for export under ex- 
isting licensing policy.’ It empha- 
sized that the “‘procedure in no 
way reflects a change in the policy 
of banning strategic goods to the 
Soviet bloc,” 

Weeks stressed that the ban on 
strategic exports which might be 
used in a war onomy still is in 
effect and that “‘the total embargo 
against all shipments to Commu 
nist China and North Korea re 
mains unchanged.”

Biloeri Quits 
As Sidney Works 
‘Board Chairman 


Says Commission 
Head ‘Autocratic’ 


SIDNEY—A difference of 
opinion between village com- 
mission chairman Herbert 
Bradley and commissioner 
Joseph Bilgeri has resulted 
in Mr. Bilgeri quitting his 
post as chairman of the pub- 
lic works committee. 

The resignation was accepted 
at a commission meeting Thurs- 
day night. 

“Again and again my efforts 
have been nullified by overbear- 
ing and autocratic pressure of 
our chairman,” Mr Bilgeri 
wrote. in a letter of resignation 
from the chairmanship. “I have 
been subjected to disdain, scorn, 
mockery,* derision, insolence, 
contempt, ridicule and criticism 
from him. This has become in- 
tolerable and I can accept no 
more.” 

Mr, Bradley remarked that 
“the only contentious point 
arising is the fact that Mr Bil- | 
geri does not see fit to carry 
out this work according to ac 
cepted municipal practice and 
exceeded his authority in sev 
eral cases.”

B.C.S. Social Credit govern- 
ment today was accused of 
“unwarranted delay” in con- 
struction of a new girls’ in- 
dustrial school. 

Robert Strachan, provincial 
leader of the CCF party, said 
the B.C. -government an- 
nounced “a year ago last Jan- 


uary, that plans for a new 
school would be laid before 


the legislature. 

“Some 15 months have now 
passed, and Mr. Martin (Erie 
Martin, minister of health and 
welfare) can only say he ex- 
pects to call tenders in June 
of year,” said Mr. 
Strachan. 

“This unwarranted de- 
lay,” he charged, “and indi- 
cates either that the govern- 
ment had no intention of fol- 
lowing out its 1955 plans and 
policies, or that it is unable to 
handle the job.”

He said the present facilities 
offer no opportunity for segre- 
gation, which he described as 
“the biggest problem of any 
such institution 

“The most serious aspect of 
this sensational article is that 
it contains excerpts from re 
ports which are over a year old, 
and do not refer to conditions &s 
they exist today,” said Mr, 
Martin. 

The health and welfare min- 
ister admitted that “in recent 
weeks, we have had to contend 
with so-called ‘hot rod’ Youths 
who have gathered in the 
vicinity of the school, attempt- 
ing to establish communication 
with the inmates. 


More Staff 


“To meet this problem, we 
have engaged additional male 
staff, and are seeking the co- 
operation of local police to deal 
with the problem 

“Articles of this nature do 
serius harm to the operation of 
the school and the morale of the 
girls, particularly since they do 
not represerit the facts as they 
exist, but merely rehash year- 
old sorties, mixed liberally with 
ill-founded opinion and hear- 
say.” said the minister. 

Mr. Martin pointed to the 
“successful operation of the 
Brannan Lake School for Boys,” 
to emphasize the importance of 
adequate facilities to any re 
habilitation program. 

“We are confident that such 
will also be the case when the 
new girls school is finished,” he 
said 


No Hot-Rodders 


The new school will be located 
in the midst of a 100-acre plot, 
preventing the hot rodders from 
communicating with inmates of 
the school. 

Of charges in the Sun article 
that staff members have to ob- 
tain permission from Victoria te 
purchase a bar of soap, Mr. Mar- 
tin said “that is just ridiculous.” 

He said some of the girls 
“should never be admitted to 
such a place,” and charged that 
“magistrates just dump them 
in.” r 

Mr. Martin said the difficulties 
faced by staff members of 
GISCO include the fact that 
some of the girls are mentally 
defective, and that from time to 
time a drug addict is admitted. 

“Many of them are incorrig- 
ible,” he said, “and we have no 
means of segregating the trou- 
ble makers from those girls 
who could be rehabilitated.”

Cherry Bank has been in oper- 
ation as an apartment hotel for 
40 years.

But before fina] 
passage of the by-law, nearby 
residents registered opposition, 
mainly centred against the 
liquor. licence granted earlier by 
the province. 

Mr. Haldane appeared for the 
complainants and the re-zoning 
was halted. In September a new 
attempt was made to obtain re 
zoning, a hearing was held and 
Mr. Haldane appeared again. 
He filed various documents and 
letters with council zoning com- 
mittee for report. 

Before any report was made, 
council, on advice of former 
mayor C. L. Harrison, passed an 
amendment to current zoning 
laws granting the concession. 

When a new city zoning by- 
law was presented at public 
hearing stage, Mr. Haldane was 
present again and reopened the 
battle. 

INJUNCTION 

He hinted at court proceed- 
ings. and opponents to the hotel 
thought an injunction might be 
obtained if the hotel becomes a 
non-conforming use (that is, 
loses its protective zoning) and 
can be proven to be a nuisance, 
out of place in the heart of a 
residential area. 

City solicitor T. P. O'Grady 
teld council Mr. Haldane might 
be expected also to attempt to 
prove the enabling legislation of 
1955 invalid because the amend-

If so proved, the hotel would

SLEEP WELL

Q—Are vaccine shots safe now? 

A--Yes. Investigation has revealed no cases of polio that 
have been caused by any of the tens of millions of doses of 
vaccine that have been released since the safety tests were 
revised in May, 1955. 


Q—How much protection do they give? 
A—Vaccination reduced the risk of paralytic polio last 


year by an average of at least 75 per cent in spité of the fact 
that many had only one injection 


Q—Are three shots absolutely necessary? Is one worth- 
while? 

A—One injection is very worthwhile 
degree of protection to most children. When sufficient vac. 
cine becomes available, however, it is desirable to have a 
second injection a month or more after the first, and a third 
seven months or more after the second. We have suggested
